On Tucſday his Mateity {cnt againe 
ro ſec how his Highneſſe did;and withall 
to let him know, that he could not but 
acknowledge the good fcruice, which 
the Condede Gondomar had donehim , in 
pony {uch a CharaQer of his {in- 
cere aftcCtion, in the heart of the Amg 
of great Britaine, and of his Higbneſſe; 
as that they ſhould thinke. fic to pur 
ſucha pretious treaſtrcinto his hands, 
as his Highneſſe was. And that therefore 


hecould not ſuffer any ſubic&t of his 
ro be vnaduanced, whom he found ſo 
well accepted by the King of Great 
Britaine, and his Fighneſſe. For which 
cauſc he was reſolued to make him of 
his Counſcll of State, though hee ac- 
counted him indeed as an Engliſh 
man. Nay rather that for that reſpect

Elghnſſe, might be mare contident of 
his proceedings; and made priuy ro 
the molt inward paſſages.

Qn the two next daies bcing 
Wedneſday and Thurſday, there 
was not .much done, of particu- 
lar and externall note. The mor-

in giuing order for his owne pri- 
uatc affaircs ; and the afternawnes, 
for the moſt part,' an xccreating 
himſelfe abroad in the fields ; the 
Earle of Br:ſtoll waiting on him 
with his hawkes. 

Oncly ypon the Thurſday nig 
after res. there .yvere fo Jn, 
Fighnefſe ro emertaine the time, 
choice perſons \beth \of men and 
women , ſele&ted. our of foure 
companies of ( omedians, who dan- 
ced {eucrall kindes; of dances before - 
him, andpent about irwo houres 
therein, the (ondes of Monterey and

On Friday being the fourereenth, 
his Highweſſe tired not abroad 
all- the morning ; * bur firtt ſear 
Maſter Secretary Cortington, and

. ſeeme'to haue beene nor-onely a- 
bout matter of complement, bur 
for ſome particular buſtneſſe, Af- 
ter dinner the ( ondes de Monterey and 
Gondomar, went to- his Fiigbneſie, 
and conducted him againe to the 
Caſa del Campo, where hee found 
the "King, and" witly his Maieſty 
the Infantes Don Carlos, and Don Fer- 
nando the :Cardindll, his brothers ;

Inſtant order was al{o;giuen, that 
all the Engliſh which were ſurui- 
uing in the Gallics, and who had 
beene condemned to that feruituds, 
during life, . for committing of 
Piracy, and many other mortall 
crimes, ſhauld bee releaſed; with- 
outdelay. And this Grace which his 
Maicſty. manifeſted in contem- 
plation of the Prince, hath ſirangely 
encreaſed | the generall | applaufe 
wherewith he is receiued and obſer- 
ucd in that Court by all.
